WASHINGTON—(UP) — Con- 
gress completed action last night 
on the compromise $5,809,000,000 
foreign aid bill, including the sec- 
ond installment on the European 
Recovery Plan, and sent it to Presi- 
dent Truman for his signature. 

The action, which came after 
weeks of delay, brought to more 
than $7,000,000,000 the funds ap- 
proved ‘by Congress in the last 24 
hours to help other free nations

CHARLES H. GOREN ON CANASTA 


Sharp Discards Essential to Success 


N A SERIES 


One of the outstanding secrets 
of success in Canasta is the 
technique of proper discardings. 
If it were plausible to condense 
the strategy of discarding into a 
phrase, it would run pepenne 
like this: 

“Plant the eagle eye on your 
LEFT HAND opponent Watch 
carefully his discards in order 
to determine what he wants and 
what he doesn’t want.” Feed 
him on diet cards, that he ap- 
parently doesn’t want. It is rea- 
sonable for you to assume that 
he had no use for the cards he 
had thrown away. 

This advice is not offered to 
you are a sure cure. You will 
occasionally be taken in by a 
wily opponent, for whose decep- 
tive tactics you must fall from 
time to time. Familiarity with 
the character of your left-hand 
opponent will naturaly influence 
your udgment in these matters. 
But by and large playing the 
percentages will be profitable. 

In judging what cards your 
left-hand opponent needs, you 
should be influenced to a greater 
degree by those cards which he 
has thrown during the early part 
of a hand when no tension was 
noticeable. When the discard 
pile has grown rich, he is more 
likely to be trying to lure you 
into his parlor, by “fake” dis-

cards. It is not at all uncommon 
at such time to discard from 
three or four of a kind, retaining 
a pair, with which to snatch up 
the pile if you should throw a 
card of that particular size. 

Before either side has made 
the: initial meld it is acepted 
practice to pitch low cards. In- 
asmuch as they count only five 
points each they will not be very 
helpful to the opposition in mak- 
ing up the count required for 
the initial meld. 
therefore, by way of corollary 
that the aces are not preferred 
discards at such time, because if 
they are picked up by the en- 
emy, they contribute substan- 
tialy towards making up the re- 
quired count, 

If it becomes evident that you 
are due for some embarrassment 
in discarding and that sooner or 
later you will have to “give,” 
bear in mind that it is better 
to throw dangerous cards when 
the discard pile is not heavy, re 
taining those cards which appear 
to be safer for that time when 
the pile is bulging with gold, and 
neuroses come into evidence.

When 
the discard of some useless card, 
which appears to be reasonably 
safe, is available to vou, you 
might as well keep the black 
three to use in time of stress. 
But do not clutter up your hand 
with black threes at the cost of 


building it up in a more con-. 
- structive manner. 


Melding on Completed Canastas 

The laws permit the melding 
of extra cards on a completed 
canasta. But, except in the act 
of going out, such practice is 
highly unsound. All one gains 
by adding such melds is an ad- 
ditional 10 or 20 points, a neg- 


ligible quantity. Those cards will - 


be worth many times this sum 
when a safe discard is needed. 
These extra cards usually offer 
great safety as discards, and 
most of the times complete 
safety. Of course, if you are 
about to go out, you will ob- 
viously spread these extra cards 
on the completed canasta. 


Discarding an Opponent’s Player 

If you toss a card which is 
Playable on an enemy meld, 
they have the right to take up 
the pile, adding the top card 
to their meld. Sometimes, when 
the discard pile contains noth- 
ing to make the mouth water, 
you may deliberately throw 
such a “player” as the least of 
evils. Let us assume, for. the 
sake of illustration, that thé op- 
ponents have melded three or 
four fives. The discard pile at 
this time contains two or three 
nondescript cards. You find that 
your hand is lacking in conven- 
ient discards. If you should let 
go a five your lefthand opponent 
could go in if he chose, but in 
all probability you would not 
be contributing much to their 
aid and in many cases you will 
find that the adversary will pre- 
fer to take his chances on draw- 
ing from the stock, rather than 
going on to pick up very few 
assets. 

However, while «ve are on this 
subject it should be pointed out 
that a discard of this kind 
should rarely be made when the 
opposition has a five-card spread, 
for the sixth card thus contrib- 
uted by you put them next door

TODAY! “State and County Sclioe! Day” 
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Let's Do Some Straight Thinking 


Two points are unmistakably clear 
from the liquor hearings before State 
Revenue Commissioner Charles D. Red- 
wine. 

The first is that there is grave need 
for clarification of Georgia liquor laws, 
and the second is that Special Investigator 
Claude Shaw and Commissioner Redwine 
are going into the situation without regard 
to political affiliation. They are adhering 
rigidly to the law, and that in itself is 
showing how absurd are some of Geor- 
gia’s laws dealing with liquor. _ 

The impartial nature of the enforce- 
ment was demonstrated Wednesday when 
licenses were lifted from two wholesalers 
represented by Talmadge stalwarts and 
one represented by an opposition leader. 

Wholesalers have been selling to vet- 
erans’ and other private clubs in dry 
counties ever since liquor was legalized 
in Georgia in 1938. Records of such sales 
have been going into the office of the 
Revenue Commissioner all those years. 

Though they might not be wholly un- 
intentional, a great many of the violations 
have been of the same nature as when a 
motorist drives 20 miles an hour through 


a 15-mile zone. He knows he is breaking 
the letter of the law, but by being careful 
he is not breaking it in spirit. 

There have been, moreover, such a 
vast number of regulations, many of them 
contradictory, issued by the various Rev- 
enue Commissioners that it is difficult for 
a liquor wholesaler to tell whether he ac- 
tually is complying with them all or not. 
That situation is the inevitable result of 
the power of the Commissioner over the 
entire industry in Georgia, and it is helped 
along by the fact that each new adminis- 
tration brings in a new Commisisoner who 
usually is anxious to undo all that his 
rival predecessor has done. 

Revenue Commissioners and others 
charged with enforcement have known 
that sales to private clubs are in most 
cases supported by public opinion. 

Georgians themselves are responsible 
for the present make-believe situation in 
which stern and in some cases ridiculous 
liquor laws are utterly ignored, and with 
public approval. 

It is about time we quit trying to fool 
ourselves and did a little straightforward 
thrinking on the subject. 


Georgia Could Do It, Too 


Of a $450,000,000 appropriation for 
roads set up by the Federal Aid Highway 
Act of 1948, $10,287,632 is tagged for roads 
in Georgia. | 

That is the largest slice of the fund 

_assigned for any Southeastern State and 
the twelfth largest among all 48 States. 

The money can be spent any time be- 
tween July 1, 1950, and June 30, 1953. 

But the State must match the Federal 
funds used. | 

And therein lies the rub! 

Can Georgia put up the more than $10,- 
000,000 that it will take to get the money 
from Washington? 

Not long ago we couldn’t match Uncle 
Sam and South Carolina to do our part 
in replacing a dangerous bridge across the 


Savannah River. 

How different it is in North Carolina. 

A New York investors’ service last 
week assigned an “AA” rating to $200,- 
000,000 in road bonds which North Car- 
olinians voted last June. ' 

A spokesman for the service said that 
the road bonds were so highly rated be- 
cause they were secured by the State’s 
six-cent gas tax which will become a 
seven-cent levy on Jan. 1. 

North Carolina puts its gas tax money 
where it should go—on the- roads. 

When Georgia follows that example 
-and then finances other State services 
from sources equally as dependable .the 
State will be in a better shape all the way 

' around. 


Take No Chances—Register Now 


The already confused registration ques- 
tion is further complicated by the an- 
nouncement, by two recognized Talmadge 
leaders, that they will ask the forthcom- 
ing session of the State Legislature to 
postpone enforcement of the controversial 
reregistration law. | 

Emanuel County Representative George 
Smith and Mitchell County Representative 
Frank Twitty, respectively Speaker Pro 
Tem and floor leader of the House, have 
issued a statement to the effect that, when 
the Legislature convenes in January, they 
will introduce an amendment to the regis- 
tration act postponing the date of the new 
list “until such time as might be deter- 
mined by the members of the General 
Assembly.” 

If such an amendment were adopted, 
it would mean that the old registration 
list would be used in next year’s primaries 
and general elections. Thus, there would 
be no reason for anyone whose name is 
on the books at present to go to the trouble 


of reregistering. But—despite the prestige 
of its sponsors and the inescapable assump- 
tion that they would hardly introduce 
such an important measure without the 
approval of the Governor—there is no as- 
surance that the Legislature will be will- 
ing to do such an immediate about-face on 
a question on which it took so recent an 
emphatic stand. And, of course, unless it 
does, voting in next year’s elections would 
be limited to those who have reregistered 
under the provisions of the new act. 

Barring a court decision declaring the 
new legislation invalid, the only way 
Georgians can be completely assured of 
being able to vote next year is to register 
now. We do not know what has occasioned 
the change of heart on the part of the two 
administration leaders in question, but we 
do know that—unless and until it is re- 
scinded by the Legislature or declared un- 
constitutional by the courts—the voters 
reregistration act is the law of the State 
of Georgia.

*% Sitting in a 
Plane---Thinking 


Being of a generation of earthlings, flying 
still pleases me. I bend an attentive ear to the 
sound of motors on the take-off and I keep an 
estimating eye on the landing, noting flying speed and approach 
with critical mien. But, once airborne, I feel swell. I like it up 
there, and I like the feeling of being temporarily cut loose from 
earth and the affairs of earth. It is a good place to doze or read 
or think. I am just returned from such a trip. 

We have come so fast we are away ahead of our culture. 
long ago I watched electronics used in searching for a brain tumor. 
Two days later I fired a percussion cap rifle which still was being 
used by a mountaineer in hunting squirrels and other small game. 
We are not so far from the log cabin. Our culture is that of the 
peaceful, pastoral farm days before the first motorized piece of 
equipment came to the fields. Yet, even the farms are fast be- 
coming urbanized insofar as machines are concerned. The elec- 
tric pump in the well, the electric churn, the lights, refrigeration, 
the tractor, combine, corn sheller, electric milking machines—all 
these are a part of it. 


Culture Yet, meeting now and then with newspapermen, bank- 

ers, merchants and businessmen of my own age, I am 
amused to hear in their conversation some of the things that creep 
into my own—talk of wagons, horses, going to the well for water, 
driving a mule in cotton or cornfield plowing, and so on. In their 
offices they employ the latest mechanical aids. In their arrange- 
ment of business they are not really different from the assembly 
line at the nearest automobile plant. If it is a bank the arrival 
and handling of business is “streamlined’”—which is another word 
for assembly line. If it is a newspaper the “flow” of copy is so 
arranged, by tubes and conveyors, that it moves in line. Conveyors 
move bundles of paper along. Stero-plates are conveyed auto- 
matically. And so on. In department stores the goods are de- 
partmentalized, or put “in line,” so that customers find goods in 
a sort of natural order. A furniture store, for example, no longer 
has a haphazard arrangement of items. They are in group, or put 


“in line.” Grocery stores do a superb job. 
Thinking We do all that, yet in the most important part of 
our lives—our thinking—millions of Americans are 
still in the “old days.” It is more comfortable there. Their minds 
are like the old general stores. The goods are there. So is the 
quality. But their thinking is not well ordered. It still moves 
in pastoral terms of wagons and slow-moving mules, even though 
the sound of the adding machines, the coin counters, the book- 
keeping machines, are even fhen in their ears. It is not in line 
with their daily lives and pressure. 

That is not good for us. It makes for resentment and anger 
and a closing of minds. I thought of this, musing and looking out 
the window of my plane as four jet Army aircraft swept by in 
the distance, leaving us plodding along in the sky at a mere 160 
miles an hour in the faithful DC-3, as if we were a creaking wagon 
being passed by an eight-cylinder car. 

It is very easy to develop an enormous impatience with modern 
trends. I do, occasionally, myself, though I try always to ration- 
alize them with what is happening. They are going to continue. 
Island Here on this vast island of America we have some- 

thing in a way of life which is the best the world has 
devised and which is constantly expanding in the meaning of the 
original concepts, to include more and more of our people. But, 
we are an island. We rail at British socialism, forgetting that next 
to ours it is yet the freest economy in the world. We sentimen- 
tally color our thinking about the new state of Israel as somehow 
connected with Biblical prophecy, ignoring the fact it is the begin- 
ning of a revolution in technology which will shake down the last 
stronghold of feudalism. (Not, please, the feudalism of the Hat- 
fields and McCoys.) When all of Asia and the vast Middle East 
feel the impact of the machine and the goods made by machines, 
there will be great travail there, and meaning. And so on and on 
in many fields. 

Our own institutions are the best, I believe, ever devised. No 
other people has quite achieved them. Yet, if we allow the ma- 
chines to take our easy, rural culture and mass produce our think- 
ing, too, so that we insist on our institutions being rigidly. held the 
status quo, we will, I believe, do ourselves great harm. 
‘Rurban’ When my plane had landed and I had gone to my 

meeting, I talked at length with a number of min- 
isters whose work was in the rural regions. 

“You know,” said one, “the rural church as we knew it has 
about disappeared. We are even changing the names. We are call- 
ing our rural churches ‘rurban,’ since they are a combination of 
rural and urban, attended by people who still live on farms but 
who draw most of their income from jobs in the cities to which 
they commute daily over distances as much as 20 and 40 miles.” 

If the coming of the “rurban church’ isn’t significant, replacing 
the rural church, then I am badly fooled. And I do not believe 
I am. &

We Have About Two Years’ Grace 


WASHINGTON—According to the best calculations of our scientists and those familiar with the 
technical know-how of atomic bomb construction, the United States is now given a two-year period 
of grace before we will be threatened with war by an enemy on anything approaching equal terms 


with atomic weapons. 

That is to say, it will take the Russians about 
two years to build up a big enough stockpile of 
A-bombs to cause them to be regarded as a serious 
threat. Estimates as to the number of bombs 
they will have by then vary, but the most con- 
servative figures place the number at around 100 
or better. | 


It could be much higher than this, dependin 
on their sources of uranium supply and the skill 
with which they are able to master the technique 
of atomic development. But even conceding that 


they will be able to produce no more than 100 


bombs within the next two years, that would be a 
sufficient amount to give us real concern. Proper- 
ly distributed that would be enough to paralyze 
our chief industrial centers and kill millions of 
our people. 


Hence the next two years may mark the 
most crucial period of our history. What we 
do, in co-operation with the other enlizht- 
ened nations of the world toward outlawing 
the atomic bomb may have a far-reaching 
effect on history. 


If we do not succeed in bringing the A-bomb 
under suitable international control, then the 
world is faced with another rearmament race 
built on atomic weapons. The lesson of history is 
that such races resilt inevitably in war. 


It would mean that the United States for a 
number of years would have to continue the 
heavy outlays we are now making for defense. 
Over a period of ten years these expenditures 
would be s , equal to two thirds of our 
present huge national debt, perhaps. 

Further, it might mean, if we pursue a course 
of caution and prudence, a revolutionary change 
in our way of life. Industries and Government 
would have to be decentralized to prevent the 
Catastrophe of a crippling blow. 

As an example of the way some of our leaders 
are thinking, already demands are being voiced 


in Congress for the dispersal of our vast defense 
machine from the big Pentagon Building in Wash- 
ington. With all the higher echelons of our mili- 
tary and naval establishment quartered there, an 
A-bomb bursting over the Pentagon could do 
irreparable damage. 

Likewise, if we were ever confronted with the 
actuality of an atomic war threat, it would be 
come necessary to scatter the governmental de- 
partments of Washington widely over the coun- 
try. We could not allow the seat of Government 
to be concentrated in one vulnerable spot. 

And by the same token, there would have to 
be a similar dispersal of vital defense industries. 
Industrial centers like Pittsburgh, Detroit, Cleve- 
land and many others might become ghost towns 
under the program. They would have to be 
broken up into a number of smaller parts, all 
scattered in such a way as to leave no invitation 
for disaster. Carried to the furthest extreme 
of caution, the program would cause us to revert 
to a nation of relatively small communities 
again. Big cities would be like gitting ducks for 
atomic bombs. 


All of this gives some idea of the heavy 
responsibilities resting on our Government 
leaders for working out a solution to the 
atomic bomb problem. We simply cannot 
afford to let nature take its course. The risk 
is too hazardous and the costs are too heavy. 
A way must be found for stabilizing the « 
peace of the world and preventing the catas- 
trophe of atomic war. 


It is not enough to say that the United States is 
so far ahead of the Russians that they will never 
catch up with us and that we would be certain to 
win in a war with them, if one ever came. The 
thing of it is that with the introduction of these 
more deadly weapons and the progress made in 
the science of aviation, the interior of the United 
States will be just as much of a front line in the 
next war as Europe was in the last two.

“When I began the project, there-were many 
who said to me that the money used in the build- 
ing of this memorial might better have been used 
in some way that would improve the material 
condition of the living. My answer to this is that 
spiritual demands have too long been subordi- 
nated to the material. In this one place, at least, 
I wanted to build something that would serve no 
other purpose than to bring peace to troubled 
hearts. Man has two abiding and wistful hopes. 
One is for perpetual youth, and failing this, for 
some assurance of a life after death where he 
will see and know again the ones he loved on 
earth. In this quiet chapel I hope that many will 
find confirmation of the certainty of that reunion. 

“What others may do is their own affair, of 


«course, but as one who lost a boy and who has 


found comfort in having at least a token grave to 
honor his memory, I would like to see a similar 
chapel and cemetery in the capital city of every 
state. We owe them, I think, that much. I tried 
to put what I felt into words in the inscription 
that marks the token cemetery—where my son’s 
headstone is just one among the many that now 
are there. It reads: 


“*Beneath the waves of distant seas and 
on foreign soil not marked as grave or tomb 
your mortal bodies lie, but your spirits are 
returned and enthroned in your hearts home 
in this fair land. ... Tranquil be your sleep 
and fair your dreams, our cherished sons 
come home to rest.’ ” 


And for those who come to the chapel to pray 
—and there have been thousands since its dedica- 
tion last year, he wrote these lines: 

“For them, dear lone ones, do not grieve! They 
now make heavenly skies more bright; by day 
they walk in God’s warm smile; their cradle is 
His heart by night.” 

It must be a beautiful thing, that little chapel 
of pink Georgia stone, and maybe some day, at 
some downtown spot where many people pass— 
a place to be kept forever quiet and green—it 
might do our own hearts good to build one like it.

much yammering in scientific double-talk you never did hear. 


So I grabbed off the Chief Engineer of one 
ef the biggest television outfits in the world, 
sneaked him into a sanctum where there was no 
TV set, or microphones, either, and told him he 
was among friends. Namely, me. This was his 
chance to tell me honestly, without fear of Sena- 
tors or favor of the FCC, what was cooking. 


He was a good Joe. He was delighted. And 
with no further preamble, here’s the first under- 
standable explanation of the biggest television 
fight I’ve heard so far: 


The public (he said) is demanding tinted 
television. As soon as the FCC makes up its 
mind as to which system is best (and this 
shouldn’t be long as such things go) the boys 
will get busy on turning out the machinery. 
Color transmitters are ready now. Some of 
the other equipment is little more than a 
dream in an engineer’s eye, while the receiv- 
ing sets have got to be built from the ground 
up. Inside of two years Olsen and Johnson 
should be available in full color, along with 
their collapsible ducks, on TV screens across 
the land. 


The system most preferred by the radio in- 
dustry will not use one gigantic and costly pic- 
ture tube, as of today. It will have instead three 
little ones about the size of pint milk bottles.

| One will handle green and one blue. When the 


beams from these three tubes are focussed on 
a ground-glass screen, they'll make moving pic- 
tures in full color. 

The undersized tubes themselves are not much 
more complicated to make than the sealed-beam 
headlights now in use on automobiles. These 
auto lamps now sell for less than $2 each; the 
specialists figure that when the small tubes get 
into mass production they couldn’t cost much 
more. 


The boys don’t put much stock in convert- 
ers to make current sets into color jobs. Such 
items will work, but they doubt if anybody’ll 
want to buy another box to attach to his 
present one. Some of the manufacturers had 
their fingers burned badly when they tried to 
sell converters to make old-fashioned radios 
into FM receivers.

She rode it 6ut with that regal indifference which we have learned to expect from 


our rulers when they are caught in flagrancy and, if she did not really mean it then, she very well 
might say it again and this time get away with it unchallenged. The original intention was that our 


President should be the chief executive, the general manager, of a union of States. 


He was no tin 


god. There was no intention that the man elected to this office should be the “ruler” of the people. 


This understanding of the constitution has 
changed so much in the last 50 years, roughly 
one-third of the life of the United States, that 
we have practically revised thg constitution 
without putting the revision to debate or into 
words. 


The, let us say, royal idea, although royal 
is not quite the right word, was first evinced 
by Theodore Roosevelt. He had a patroniz- 
ing attitude toward the people and, although 
his daughter, Alice, will resent my saying 
that. I think I detect traces of the same bear- 
ing in Alice herself. 


At any rate, he and, ironically, our demo- ’ 


cratic Presidents have hobnobbed with Kings, 
dictators and other “chiefs of state” and this 
has given them notions. The change came im- 
perceptibly and President Truman was “con- 
ditioned,” as the jargonarians would say, by 
the increasing airs and graces of Wilson and 
Roosevelt II. I was not a Republican but a slight- 
ly surly Democrat during the terms of Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover so when I say I detected 
none of this conceit in them I am speaking as 
one who would have been alert to see it. 


Roosevelt II and Eleanor the Great gave us 
the works. They were rulers and no kidding. 
He felt that he was the only man in the United 
States who was capable of performing the duties 
of the office for a period of 16 years, which is a 
long reign even for Kings. She easily formed a 
habit of holding “reviews” of regimented orders 
of girls and women. In one instance, she kept 
the whole garrison of the early WACS at Fort 
Des Moines standing in bitter cold on a wind- 
swept parade ground until Her Majesty could 
get there. She had absolutely no right to review 
them and any WAC.who had stomped off shout- 
ing rebellion would have struck a blow for free- 
dom even though she were drummed out in dis- 
grace. The girls were almost up to it because 
they improvised a mutinous little parody on “The 
Old Gray Mare,” closing with the line “—wait- 
ing for Eleanor.” It was too bad they didn’t just 
—— ranks or, at least, boo her to make an issue 
of it. 


When you analyze the facts of President Tru- 


man’s tax-exempt raise you discover things about 
your own condition as a citizen that you never 
suspected. By the way, this actually is an in- 
crease in salary as the debates absolutely prove, 
but even if you insist that it is technically an ex- 
pense allowance the fraud is just as raw and the 
imposition just as arrogant. After all, Truman 
has plenty of hire help to keep track of his ex- 
penses. He can hire more if he needs more. So 
— is nothing to the excuse that he is too 
usy. 


The arrogance, the feeling on his part, 
in Congress and among the people them- 
selves, whom he patronizes in the traditional 
manner of the demagog, that he is a ruler 
entitled to privilege without question is 
clearly evident in this exemption from ac- 
countability. It is plain again in the ex- 
emption from taxation. The same sense of 
mastery over the people is plain in Congress 
itself in passing a tax-exempt $2,500 expense 
allowance for themselves ang larger allow- 
ances for the Vice President and the Speaker. 
The Senators and Representatives, a decent 
enough lot of Joes to the naked eye, have 
caught the fever. They pass revenue acts 
taxing the people, but they enact a barefaced 
swipe and fraud for their own benefit. See 
what I mean? The whole national ‘“Govern- 
ment” now has a feeling of specialty and 
privilege over the people. 


Last January I asked Rep. John Taber, of 
New York, a conservative, dollar-for-dollar Re- 
publican, if it was true, as I seemed to remem- 
ber, that Roosevelt II got a grant of $3,000,000 
for incidental expenses which he did not have 
to account for. Mr. Taber couldn’t get an answer 
from the general accounting office or anyone 
else. They just wouldn’t tell him whether or no, 
much less say whether Roosevelt ever turned 
any of it back. That makes me laugh a little, 
the idea of his turning back any money. You 
may say this is scandal and that if I were any 
kind of reporter I would not repeat rumors. 
Yes? Well, a member of Congress, the recent 
Chairman of the Appropriations Committee, 
couldn't get an answer.

I always think that photographs show- 
, : ing model kitchens in magazines should be 
marked somehow with a warning like “Read at Your Own 
Risk,” or “Beware the Cost,” to wave sensitive women 


away from the devastating things. 

They are obviously planned to send readers into deep melan- 
cholia every time they venture into their own little kitchen dun- 
geons, but like the other temptations of life, girls go on succumbing 
to their lures and figuring madly on nearby telephone books and 
old bills how to wave a wand and work the same wonders for 
themselves. 

Of course that is what the advertisers had in mind all the time, 
and it must be very rewarding to get letters from magazine sub- 
scribers enclosing “before” shots of pre-War-Between-the-States 
cooking rooms, and asking for directions for their face lifting. 


On the other hand, the most unfrustrated women in the 
world must be those lucky ones who work for the appliance 
people or the linoleum manufacturers who get to dream up 
a new kitchen every time they have an idea, and who cares 
what the thing might cost? 


Visiting our town this week is Miss Lura Jim Alkire, Manager 
of the Consumers Institute of General Electric, who is as calm and 
complacent as she ought to be, surrounded by efficiency all day 
long, and she adits that progress, it is wonderful. 

She came here directly from Bridgeport, where she is associated 
with such people as an architect named Vic Sivkin, who dreams 
of kitchens most of his working hours. 

He has the blueprints for a television kitchen ... yes, really 
. . . With the chairs designed something like children’s school 
desks, with tray arms that can be adjusted, to hold food or books 
or handwork or toys. -And another of his theories, already put 
into practice in several homes, is that the laundry should be up- 
stairs, on the second story where the soiled clothes accumulate in 


greatest quantity. That, of course, would have outraged grand- .

of water, and lines dangling from top-story windows flaunting 
sheets and shirts, but of course the dear soul hadn’t even heard 
of automatic washing machines or dryers that leave clothes 
smelling as fresh as if they had taken sun baths in the country.

They see kitchens tending more and 


more toward living rooms, where copper and pine paneling 
and brick teams uneasily with stark white stoves and re- 
frigerators, but they recall the ’20s when people tired of 
the yellow stoves and red-trimmed refrigerators. 


None of them, though, are discounting color entirely. They are 
watching architectural trends and living habits and their planning 


rooms are busy.

Women should learn how to use 
more cuts of meat and shop for 
the bargains.”

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Economical Main Dishes Made 
With Macaroni and Spaghetti 


Fortunately for homemakers By AGNES REASON OLMSTEAD 


who struggle to keep the budget 
balanced, there are many main 
dishes which combine low cost 
with high nutritious value. Many 
of these thrifty dishes are built 
around macaroni and spaghetti 
such as macaroni and cheese— 
almost a national favorite. 

Because of their bland flavor, 
these foods have long been pop- 
ular for combining with all kinds 
of others in casserole dishes. 
These same high-protein maca- 
roni foods lend themselves 
equally well to quick, top-of-the- 
range creations. They can be 
cooked in such a short time and 
require such little watching that 
the homemaker will have to do 
only limited kitchen duty when 
menus feature one of these 
thrifty macaroni foods. 

To make sure the dishes you 
prepare from macaroni and 
spaghetti reach the peak of good 
eating, read the labels on the 
packages. of macaroni foods be- 
fore buying. Ii the package says 
“Made from Durum Wheat” or 
‘Made from Semolina” then you 
know they are made from a 
hard wheat especially grown for 
that purpose. Durum products 
are the ones which keep their 
firm chewy textures when 
cooked, making them more en- 
joyable to eat. 


COOKING INSTRUCTIONS 


Macaroni foods should be 
cooked only until tender. Many 
people tend to overcook these 
foods. The cooking time varies 
with the different shapes and 
sizes and whether or not the 
macaroni food is to be cooked 
longer. Such as it is in a cas- 
serole. In general, macaroni and

spaghetti require ahout 12 min- 
utes to become tender and 
noodles about 6 minutes. To test 
for doneness, press a strand of 
the fédd gently against the side 
of the pan with a fork or spoon. 
When it cuts easily and smooth- 
ly it is ready to eat. 

Water must be actively boiling 
when macaroni and spaghetti 
are to be cooked. The rapid 
motion of the water keeps these 
foods in motion so they will not 
stick to the bottom of the pan. 
It also keeps th2 pieces separated 
from each cther.

done, they are about twice as 
large, or a little more than twice 
as large as they were befcre 
cooking. The swelling is due 
mostly to the expanding of the 
starch granules as they absorb 
water. 

As soon as spaghetti or maca- 
roni are done, drain them. Then 
rinse them at once by running 
hot or cold water over them. 
Use hot water if these foods are 
to be served hot, as in spaghet- 
ti and meat sauce, or macaroni 
and cheese. Use cold water if 
they are to be used cold, as in 
salad. Rinsing seems to give 
the individual pieces the firm- 
ness and body that these foods 
must have to be at their best. 

An ounce of spaghetti or mac- 
aroni for each serving is the 
usual allowance. Sometimes an 
ounce and a half is better, espe- 
cially for such dishes as spaghet- 
ti and meat sauce. Sometimes 
a little less is advisable, when a 
variety of foods are combined 
in one dish. 

Macaroni and cheese has long 
been an oven dish favorite. To- 
day’s recipe for macaroni and 
cheese has a new piquancy touch 
with its addition of pimiento 
stuffed olives. Note the new 
way to prepare the cheese 
sauce!

Headed Toward 


Good Eating 


One way to head toward good 
eating is to serve the foods in 
abundance because they are 
usually thriftier and to cook 
them properly. 

Fresh cabbage -.s one of the 
vegetables that will be in good 
supply all during October. Serve 
it often in new ways. 

It’s amazing just what an or- 
dinary head of cabbage contains. 
Vitamins first, especially im- 
portant Vitamin C. Minerals, too, 
and plenty of flavor. That fla- 
vor is partly due to sulphur com- 
pounds, and that’s something to 
remember when cooking cab- 
bage. 

Low heat and long cooking 
break down the sulphur combi- 
nations and therein lies the 
strong flavor and odor of im: 
properly cooked cabbage. On the 
other hand, if you quarter or 
shred the head of cabbage, drop 
it in rapidly boiling salted wa- 
tes and rescue it before it’s done 
to death, you'll have a very spe- 
cial vegetable for all the family 
to enjoy. And you'll save those 
vitamins, too. Ten minutes 
should do the trick. 

If you’re not using the old 
favorites, ham hock, corned beef, 
or salt pork with your cabbage, 
try chéese sauce or a deviled 
sauce. To make it add a little 
prepared mustard, a dash of 
Worcestershire sauce, salt, pep- 
per and cayenne to butter or 
margarine an pour over the 
boiled cabbage. 

Pan-steamed cabbage is an- 
other quick-and-easy for Fall 
meals. Melt two tablespoons of 
butter or bacon drippings in a 
skillet, add shredded cabbage 
and salt and cover tightly. Cook 
about 12 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally. You might sprinkle a 
tablespoon of lemon juice and 
4 teaspoon of celery seed over 
the cabbage before steaming.

Ingredients: 8 slices bread, 4 
teaspoons prepared herb mus- 
tard, 2 tablespoons butter or 
margarine, % pound soft yellow 
cheese, 2 eggs (beaten), 1 cup 
milk, 1 teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper. 

Prepare 4 sandwiches from 
bread, mustard. butter or mar 
garine and cheese. Place in 
greased 8-inch square baking 
dish. Beat eggs, milk, salt and 
pepper together to combine; 
pour over sandwiches. Bake 
about 40 minutes in a moderate 
(350 degrees F.) oven’ until 
puffy and lightly browned.
